| The Post-Dispatch bulletin service dis- 
played election returns in the Coliseum 
last night from 7:30 o’clock until mid- 
night before a crowd. which filled every 
available seat. 

At Twelfth and Olive streets, where 
the returns were thrown on two 
screens, a crowd that began to gath- 
er at 5:30 a’clock, congested Twelfth 
street from Pine to Locust streets 
and remained until 1:15 a. m. 

The crowd began to gather in front 
of the building at 5:0 p. m. By 6 
o'clock the crowd stretched from the 
Coliseum half way across. Washington 
‘avenue. At 7 o’tlock Washington ave- 
nue from Jefferson avenue to a point 
half a block west was jammed with 
persons. <A similar situation existed 
on Jefferson’ avenue from, Washington 
avenue to Locust ‘street. 

A few minutes later the doors were 
thrown open and the crowd surged to- 
ward the Washington avenue entrance 
with a great shout: For 30 minutes peo- 
ple continued to push and elbow their 
way forward. A squad of police was 
kept busy keeping the crowd in line, 
and at times literally had to hold men 
and women back to keep them from 
jamming the entrance. Yet the best 
of good nature prevailed. 

Thousands Unable to Get In. 

The last seat was taken at 7:30 p. 
m., and the police then closed the 
doors. Thousands of persons were 
turned away. Manager Robinson of 
the Coliseum said that the Coliseum, 
with the grand opera stage at the south 
end, seated 7100 persons. Every alsie 
was lined three and four deep until 1) 
ro’clock, when many who had been stand- 
ing left. 

The lights were lowered at 7:45 o’clock, 
and Wilson's picture. was flashed on the 
screen hung over the stage. A burst of 
cheering arose from the throng. Sey- 
mour's band began the opening strains 
of America,“ and then for five minutes 
men and women rose in their seats and 
cheered and whistled.

The crowd’s attention was diverted 
only for a moment. At 10 o’cloek three 
shots were fired in the alley opening on 
Olive street east of Twelfth.

“Another gang murder.“ But they were 
soon back, struggling to regain their 
places in the mass. b

And as ony Smith he has gained 
fame all over the country. At present 
Smith is making another tour of the 
country, with John Gengler as his part- 
ner. He will be here the latter part of 
the year, Manager Schenk of the Grand- 
Arsenal alleys, Grand avenue and Ar- 
senal street, having made arrange- 
ments to have him come here for a se- 
ries of matches. 


A Consistent 200-Average Man. 


Last week Smith rolled a series of 
five matches in Indianapolis. For the 


15 games he had an average of 202 4-15, 
His highest three-game total was 639 
and his low mark In 10 of the 15 
contests he went over the double ee 
tury mark, which is some bowlin 
alien alleys. Before that Smith v ited 
Chicago and showed the pin-topplers 27 
the Windy City something. 

In one of his matches, that against 
Jimmy Blouin, one of the best in Chi- 
cago, he was ‘forced to total 668 to win, 
as his rival grabbed off a 666 total.

This does not include his totals in the 
Greater New York individual or other 
tournaments: In 1915-.6 he had 389 for 
high single game and 760 for high three, 
while last season in Spokane, Wash., 
he uncorked a perfect 300 game. 

Besides these marks set on allen al- 
leys, Smith holds several other records. 
He holds the world's record for three 
games in competition with a total of 
771, made in Toronto. Feb. 24. 1912. His 
single games netted him 979, 236 and 2656, 
which is some tenpins. He has won ono 
American Bowling Congress title, this 
being the all-events in 1911. 


Six Times Title-Holder.

1912 and 1916 he won the title of indi- 
vidual champion of Greater New ‘York.
